How One School Plans 


— Its Physical Education 
as 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


PRETTY generally throughout 
the United States the public funds 
spent on physical education in the 
high schools are used for a mere 


handful of youth who are highly: 


trained for the varsity teams, chiefly 
football and basketball. Most of the 
students are just fans. 

Even where there is an intra- 
mural program, relatively few par- 
ticipate at all, or they do so half- 
heartedly, since the interest in the 
varsity games overshadows all else. 
Can we ever have an effective intra- 
mural athletic program under the 
present system of interscholastio 
contests? 

While visiting the Weber County 
High School of Utah I learned of a 
good program. Here is how Glenn 
Arnett, director of physical educa- 
tion, reported it to me: 

Teams Selected 


“At the beginning of each year all 
g@ym classes are divided into teams 
of equal ability. Each team elects a 
captain and he in turn appoints an 
assistant to take charge of their 
team in case of his absence. 

“Activities participated in are: 
softball, touchfootball, basketball, 
paddleball, table tennis, track, pyra- 
mid building, speedball, volleyball, 
badminton, wrestling, horseshoes 
and tumbling. 

“There are 16 teams competing in 
each activity with 13 men on each, 
making a total of 208 participants 
out of a student body of 825 boys.

IN STUDYING the life and ad- 
ventures of the Apostle Paul, one 
is struck with the fact that he 
must have been a very colorful 
character. He was forceful, alert, 
fearless and determined, and we 
may even. say he had a sense of 
humor. 

Such a man naturally did not 
always agree with those with 
whom he was associated, and occa- 
sionally he quarreled with them. 
This is what happened when, 
some time after the journeys de- 
scribed in last Sunday's lesson, 
Paul said again to Barnabas, “Let 
us go and visit our brethren in 
every city where we have preached 
the word of the Lord, and see how 
they do.” 

Barnabas agreed, but he wanted 
to take Mark with them. Paul, 
however, did not want to take him, 
and the contention was so sharp 
between them that eventually they 
separated, Barnabas taking Mark, 
and Paul taking Silas, the Greek 
disciple of last week's lesson. 
Each went a different way. 

Peter had many visions which 
guided his acts because they came, 
he believed, from the Lord. Some 
cities he planned to visit were left 
off the itinerary because “the 
spirit suffered thém not.” 

(At the town of Troas, a vision 
Appeared unto Paul one night— 
a man stood before him, praying, 
“Come over into Macedonia and 
help us.” 

After he had seen the vision, 
Paul started for Macedonia, arriv- 
ing at Philippi, the chief city. 
There on the Sabbath, there being 
no Jewish synagogue in the town, 
he went out of the city to the 
riverside to hold services. There 
came a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple cloths, 
and she was converted by Paul 
and was baptized with her entire 
household. She then asked the 
disciples to ¢ome to her home. 

On their way to prayer, they 
met a young woman who was said 
to be possessed of a devil. She 

rophesied for money, bringing 
tok masters ‘much gold. She kent 
following’ Paul -and Silas, cry... -, 
“These men are the servants of 
the most high’ G64; which show

unto us the way of salvation,” in 
mockery, evidently. At last Paul 
turned and said to the spirit, “I 
command thée in the name of 
Jesus Christ to come out of her.” 

That did not please the woman’s 
masters, however, who now re- 
alized that their source of 
revenue was gone. They caught 
Paul and Silas and brought them 
to the magistrates, accusing them 
of troubling the city and teaching 
customs which were not lawful for 
Romans to learn. The multitudes 
being against the disciples, the 
magistrates tore off their clothes 
and ordered them beaten and 
thrown into prison, telling the 
jailer to keep them safely. They 
then were thrust into the inner 
prison and their feet made fast in 
the stocks. 

At midnight Paul and Silas 
were praying and singing hymns. 
“And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the founda- 
tions of the prison were shaken: 
and immediately all the doors were 
Open, and everyone’s bonds were 
loosed.” 

The prison-keeper was so 
alarmed at this, thinking that all 
his prisoners had escaped and he 
would be punished for it, that he 
took his sword and was about to 
kill himself, but Paul cried with 
a loud voice, saying, “Do thyself 
no harm for we are all here.”
